Klika, who has been confined 
twice in City Sanitarium, Was ar- 
rested Friday night at his home, 
$215A St. Louis avenue. He made 
an oral statement at Penrose 
Street Police Station after four 
witnesses identified him yesterday, 
and last night signed a written 
confession. 

“I'm glad to get it off my 
chest,” he remarked as he affixed 
his signature to the statement in 
the presence of Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Thomas Dowling. 

„I asked him to stop hollering,” 
the prisoner told Capt. John A. 
Buck, referring to Dinkelkamp’s 
crying the news. “He cursed me, 
put down his papers and came 
toward me. I pulled out my re- 
volver and fired,” 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Klika gave a somewhat different 
account, asserting that Dinkel- 
kamp cursed him without provo- 
cation. “I resented it and told

would extend $570,000,000 aid to 
China, of which $420 
be for economid recovery and 
$150,000,000 for military supplies. 

Vandenberg said the with- 
drawal of the committee’s report 
would not delay the debate. 

Vandenberg accepted entire re- 
sponsibility for the report and for 
its withdrawal. He said the re- 
port was prepared by the commit- 
tee staff and had not been re- 
viewed except in respect to the 
language regarding military aid. 
He explained that the committee 
wanted “to make sure we intend 
no commitments regarding Amer- 
ican combat troops” and “no 
commitments beyond the imme- 
diate legislation.” 

The report emphasizes that the 
broad language of the bill itself 
is not to be interpreted “to in- 
clude’ the use of any of the armed 
forces of the United States for 
combat duties in China.” 

Prospective Vote in House. 

House leaders expect to run 
their $6,205,000,000 foreign ald bill 
to passage next week by at least 
a threé-th-one vote. 

They are so confident that 
Speaker Martin told a reporter the 
leadership isn’t even polling mem- 
bers on which way they will bal- 
lot.

2000 Fresh Troops Moved 


Into Area, Travelers 
Say a, Town Nearby 
Also Strengthened. 


TRIESTE, , March 27 (Ap) 
Travelers from the Yugoslav zone 
of Trieste reported tonight that 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Bros's Gov- 
ernment has moved 2000 of more 
fresh troops into that area and 


1500 to a town near the border 
between the Yugoslav and British- 
American zones of occupation. 

A business man who arrived 
from the Yugoslav zone said 1500 
troops were moved into Verteneg- 
lio, where homes and buildings 
were requisitioned for billets. 
Other refugees, all of them anti- 
Communist, said the Yugoslavs 
had moved 2000 or more troops 
into their zone in the last few 
days. 


British Force Remains Same. 

Britain and the United States 
each has 6000 troops in their 
joint zone and the Yugoslave have 
had 5000 in their occupation area, 
the lower half of the free terri- 
tory. Today Maj. Gen. Terence 
Airey, of the British Forces, 
denied reports of additional Brit- 
ish troop arrivals. 

Russia so far has not replied to 
a proposal of the western powers 
to restore the territory to Italy. 
The free territory was set up by 
the Italian peace treaty. : 

In Rome, meanwhile, Italy’s 
Communist boss, Palmiro Togli- 
atti, told a large crowd the three 
west@rn powers want to ‘use 
Trieste to start another war.” A8 
the Moscow-trained leader spoke 
in Rome’s great Piazza del Popolo, 
a plane droned overhead, dumping 
anti-Communist leaflets, The hand- 
bills urged the crowd to go to St. 
Peter’s tomorrow to “wish the 
Pope a happy Easter.”

Propaganda Campaign. 

The Communists apparently are 
preparing a propaganda campaign 
to convince voters before the 
April 18 elections that the Com- 
munist party—and not the west- 
ern powers—originated the idea 
of giving Trieste back to Italy. 
Tito aided this line with a state- 
ment at Belgrade yesterday that 
there are no Italian~- Yugoslav 
issues which cannot be settled 
peacefully, especially if Commu- 
nists are in power in both coun- 
tries. 

Togliatti said the three-power 
proposal “prevented the possibility 
that Yugoslavia and Italy could 
even initiate talks for Trieste.

refrain from entering into any 
contract or to refuse to enter into 
any contract not terminable upon 
60 days’ notice, contrary to the 
custom and practice theretofore 
prevailing in the industry, and 
which did not contain substantial- 
ly the provisions of the Form P- 
6(A). For example, the respond- 
ents advised its members and local 
unions as follows: “Follow ITU 
collective bargaining policy no 
matter what happens.” Previous- 
ly it had advised: “That policy 
can be successful only so long as 
local unions and employers fail ‘to 
reach an agreement by the process 
of collective bargaining.”

strikes and slow-downs against 
employers in various cities, includ- 
ing Chicago, III.; Hammond, Ind.; 
Jamestown, N. T.; Rockville Cen- 
ter, Long Island, N. J.; and Co- 
lumbus, Ga.; which strikes re- 
spondents have authorized, recog- 
nized, sanctioned and supported. 
Respondents also have taken steps 
or have been requested by sub- 
ordinate local unions to take steps 
toward authorization, recognition, 
sanction and support of strike ac- 
tion against newspapers in De- 
troit, Mich., and Cincinnati, O. 


Scope of Strikes. 

(R) The acts and conduct of re- 
spondents above set forth, occur- 
ring in connection with the opera- 
tions of the newspaper publishers 
described above, have a close, inti- 
mate and substantial relation to 
trade, traffic and commerce among 
the several states and tend to lead 
and have led to labor disputes 
burdening and obstructing com- 
merce and the free flow of com- 
merce, 


(8) Generally, the strikes have 
deprived the public of complete 
and current’ news. In some in- 
stances newspapers have been 
compelled to suspend publication 
for short periods of time. In most 
instances, the struck newspapers 
are being . by a substitute 
process. e supply of such avail- 
able substitute facilities is limited 
so that any substantial addition to 
the number of strikes now in ex- 
istence may make it impossible for 
struck newspapers in some com- 
munities to publish at all. 


(9) On Feb. 18, 1948, the mem- 
bers of the ITU voted to increase 
the assessment of their wages for 
the benefit of the fund with which 
the ‘respondent ITU supports 
strikes from ½ per cent to 5 per 
cent for a period of one year, un- 
less sooner reduced by the Execu- 
tive il; therehy increabing 
the 2 monthly revenue of 
7200 fund trom approximately 
$100,000 “to approximately 31 
000,000. 


(10), Respondents have indi- 
cated no intention to discon- 
tinue their “no-contract” policy 
or their insistence upon the 
maintenance by employers of 
closed-shop conditions for the 
benefit of the members of the 
respondent ITU in the news- 
paper industry. On the contrary, 
respondents have indicated every 
intention of continuing their 
conduct unless restrained. 


(11) It is reasonable to antici- 
pate from the past conduct of

rising. 

At the same time, their revenue 
from advertising is up about 50

NEW YORK, March 27 (AP)— 
| Kent Cooper, executive director 
of the Associated Press, said to- 
day the times demanded ex- 
treme care in news gathering, 
especially in areas beset by propa- 
ganda booby-traps.” . 

In his annual report to mem- 
bers of the Associated Press, dis- 
tributed in advance of the annual 
meeting on April 19, Cooper said 
A. P. teamwork in the last year 
“rose to ita best under pressure 
or in critical news situations.” 

“The news report,” he said, 
“was intelligently assembled, fairly 
and factually reported and inter- 
preted in a world ripped by polit- 
ical and economic upheaval and 
divided by ideological strife at 
times as bloody as it was bitterly 
emotional, 

“A chronicle of the year’s ma- 
jor news events, shows outstand- 
ing achievements, as well as set- 


backs and disappointments. But | 
by any standard, it was a year | 
marked by demonstrations of com- | 
superiority—with vigil- | 


petitive 
ance as the watchword. 

“There was the keenest recog- 
nition that these were times when 
there could be no relaxation of 
extreme care in news gathering, 
especially in areas beset by propo- 
ganda booby-traps; pressure forces 
that were diligently beating the 
drums on economic and political 
fronts; the handouts, the special 
junkets and the news that eman- 
ated from sources which could 
not be directly quoted or identi- 
fied by name.” 

Cooper said the year in Wash- 
ington was one of “high-voltage 
politics, with the home front’s 
economic issues and the problems 


of foreign aid, crystalized in the 


Marshall plan, as focal news sub- 
jects.”

ISSUE RAISED 


IN LACLEDE GAS CO. REPORT 


Two Methods of Allocating Fund Described 
—Problem Probably Will Go Before 
State Board and May Affect Rates.

A question of financial and ac- 

counting practice, which may have 

a substantial bearing on gas rates 

paid by St. Louis and St. Louis 

dounty consumers, has been raised 
by Laclede Gas Light Co, in its 
annual report, issued yesterday. 
The problem undoubtedly will 

arise before the Missouri Public 
Service Commission eventually, 
either in connection with the pros- 
pective conversion of the general 
supply to straight natural gas or 
in the elimination of the gas rate 
differentials between the city and 
county, which the c ion 
must order hereafter. 


At issue will be the amount of 
money to be set aside, out of 
operating expenses, to carry in a 
reserve account for retirement of 
depreciated plant facilities. If the 
annual retirement charges should 
be increased the net return on the 
utility investment would be cut 
down, with corresponding adverse 
effect on customers in the con- 
sideration of rates. 

Inference in Report. 

While not so stated, specifically, 
in the annual report, the plain in- 
ference is that Laclede considers 
the present charges too low, at 
least in the city portion of its ter- 
ritory. It took over St. Louis 
County Gas Co, March 1, 1947. 
Robert W. Otto, president of La- 
clede, told the Post-Dispatch that 
the company was trying at pres- 
ent to determine its policy as to 
the retirement funds. He would 
not express an opinion as to the 
adequacy of current charges. 

Laclede uses the “retirement 
reserve” method for depreciation, 
which it describes as a means of 
equalizing the burden from year 
to year. It pointed out that the 
contrasting “straight-line depre- 
ciation” method would “material- 
ly” increase the charges. The re- 
tirement reserve plan estimates 
future needs for money to replace 
worn-out or obsolete facilities, 
while the straight-line way makes 
allowances at an even annual rate 
over estimated useful life of the 
property. County Gas had used a 
somewhat indefinite method, akin 
to retirement reserve. 


Reserves in City, County. 

Although the gas plant facilities 
in the city are carried by Laclede 
at a value almost three times as 
much as those in the county, the 
retirement reserve for the county 
area is almost one third larger 
than the corresponding reserve 
for the city. The combined re- 
serve of $5,270,800, however, is 
only about 10 per cent of the book 
value of the plant, which is rela- 
tively low. 

Stating the situation in another 
way, Laclede pointed out that the 
reserve in the city was only 6.38 
per cent of plant cost, while in the 
county it was 23.38 per cent. It 
expressed belief that the reserve 
in the city is disproportionately 
low, compared with the average 
stage of depreciation of the plant. 

Another important angle of the 
situation was brought up by the 


company in the statement that 


“the amount of reserve available 
to absorb retirement losses: on 
property which would become non- 
useful in gas operations as a re- 
sult of conversion to straight nat- 
ural gas has not been determined.” 
The report said the amount. of 
property which might be so re- 
tired cannot be determined yet, 
but that it appeared probable cer- 
tain land and facilities at the 
coke-making plant, which cost $3,- 
500,000, would be abandoned or 
otherwise disposed of. Accounting 
treatment for such abandonment 
and for the $3,000,000 cost of 
changeover to straight natural gas 
would be subject to Public Service 
Commission orders. 

Accountants familiar with the 


Laclede situation told the Post- 
Dispatch that, on the surface, the 


amount of retirement reserve in 
proportion to gas plant in the city 
seemed quite low. One alterna- 
tive to increased depreciation 
charges, it was suggested, could be 
a contribution by the company 
from its earned surplus.

The commission's tacit policy has 
favored depreciation reserves built 
up by straight-line depreciation 
Charges.

reserve method. The Federal 
Power Commission (which has no 
jurisdiction over Laclede) has 
favored straight-line depreciation. 


If the market for coke and 
other by-products of the manufac- 


plant facilities would not 
have to be abandoned, the report 
stated. They probably, however, 
would be ordered removed from 
the rate base for gas sales, when 
the question comes before the 
state commission. Sale of such 
residuals yielded $4,275,510 for La- 
clede last year, as an offset to 
operating expenses, compared 
with $3,332,158 the year before, an 
increase of 28 per cent. e 


Before the war, more than half 
of the coke was sold for domestic 
use in metropolitan St, Louis, con- 
stituting an important contribu- 
tion to smoke abatement.

Volume of gas sold in the city 
and county last year was 22 per 
cent higher than in 1946.

Operating revenues for 
last year were $14,358,738 and net 
operating expenses $11,129,473. 
Earnings per share last year 
were 82.8 cents, compared with 
73.8 cents the year before. Last 
year’s dividends were 20 cents a 
share, For the first quarter of 
this year the company declared a 
5-cent dividend Feb. 27, one week 
after the Public Service Commis- 
sion removed a restriction holding 
dividends to the annual rate of 20 
cents. However, there are certain 
dividend limitations under the 
mortgage indenture, The report 
said future dividends would be 
fixed “in the light of earnings and 
financial condition of the company 
at time of declaration.”

To be completely realistic, Gaspert 
may have wanted to give the Commu- 
nists every chance, but, probably, he 
also knew what a risk there was in 
breaking off with them. 

Only close insiders knew what a ter- 
rific chance he took when he finally 
ousted the Communists and their left- 
wing Socialist allies from the Govern- 
ment, last June.

The Conquest of Fear 


It isn’t often that a single phrase can rally 
a nation in despair, but Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was able to do that in his first inaugural ad- 
dress, when he said: “The only thing we have to 
fear is fear itself.” As that line crackled over 
the radio on March 4, 1933, it dispelled gloom 
and the spirit of defeatism. It roused the cour- 
age, yes, and the audacity of the American peo- 
ple. 

The whole passage from which this famous 
phrase is quoted reads as follows: 


great nation will endure as it has en- 


ured, prospe 
of all, let me assert my firm belief that the 
only thing we have to fear is fear itself— 
nameless, unreasoning, unjustified terror 
which paralyzes needed efforts to convert re- 
treat into advance. 


Fear is abroad in the world today, darkening 
the fair promise of this Easter season. This 
paralyzing emotion is being used by Russia to 
subjugate the peoples of Europe. It is the same 
technique used a few years ago by Adolf Hit- 
ler, and brilliantly described by Edmond Taylor 
in his book, “The Strategy of Terror.” By the 
use of fear, Hitler conquered Austria and Czech- 
oslovakia without firing a shot. 

Only a few weeks ago, the country of Benes 
and Masaryk fell once again, drained by fear of 
the spirit of resistance. Finland is undergoing 
the strategy of terror. In Italy, the farmers are 
offered land and the workers promised facto- 
ries, but lurking behind these enticements are 
the whip, the tommy gun and the concentration 
camp. 

The pattern of fear has often been repeated. 
It was used in Poland, from which the peasant 
leader, Mikolajczyk, had to flee for his life. It 
was used in Bulgaria, where the patriot, Petkov, 
died on the gallows as the penalty for resistance. 
In Hungary, fear caused the downfall of Férenc 
Nagy’s government. The 75-year-old Juliu Maniu 


of Romania, who- had spent his life in faithful 


service to his people, now is in prison for his 


fortitude, while King Mihai chose exile. 


Russia’s chief weapon; says Anne O’Hare Mc- 
Cormick of the New York Times, is fear, which 
can be “more deadly than the atomic bomb.” 
The Soviet Government and its agents, she says, 
no longer care what free people think of them 
so long as they are feared. But there is an anti- 


dote to fear and that is courage, and while the 


people of Eastern Europe lie helpless just now 
under Soviet domination, conquest by fear con- 
tains the seeds of its own destruction. 

The United States should water those seeds. 
The Kremlin’s dependence upon fear is the rea- 
son for insisting, says Anne McCormick, “that 


the United States should not play the Soviet 


game by giving way to fear.” She adds: 


It is a reason for moving swiftly to pro- 
vide Europe with a substitute for fear. Bar- 
ring this country alone has the power 
to create confidence, and this must be the 
first aim of our policy, through the Marshall 
plan and a calm but steady mobilization of 
our own It is our prime responsi- 
bility not only to restore the economic and 
military balance, but to change the moral 
and psychological climate of the world. 


These are strong words and wise words. 
Through the Marshall plan, the United States 
takes to the peoples of Europe not terror, but 
hope, It offers bread instead of the lash. It 
offers gainful labor instead of servitude, It of- 
fers the chance of a free and happy life instead 
of the trembling behind closed blinds that is 
the fate of the people of a police state, 

But this future for Western Europe cannot 
come to pass unless we in America make our- 
selves so confident and so powerful that we can- 
not be challenged. We must have adequate armed 
forces, particularly a matchless air force. We 
must have a mobilization of our superb industry. 
We must be prepared for the renunciation of a 
few luxuries and a few conveniences to make it 
possible for America to meet any possible emer- 
gency. , 

Let Russia remember the words of Cicero: 
“Fear is but a poor safeguard of lasting power.” 
Let the United States recall the words of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt that “the only thing we have to 
fear is fear itself.” Let us go forward in the 
spirit of Danton, who addressed the Committee 
of General Defense in 1792 with the line: “De 
Vaudace, et encore de Vatdace, et toujours de 
Vaudace” (To dare, and again dare, and forever 
dare),

Signatures For Mine Safety 

If ever there was a worthy discharge peti- 
tion on the desk of the House it is that placed 
there by Representative Price of East St. Louis 
to get action on the Landis bill to put teeth in 
the federal mine safety code. 

This bill, introduced immediately following 
the Centralia explosion and its toll of 111 lives, 
is stalled in the House Labor Committee, just 
as Senator Kilgore’s companion measure is 
stymied in Senate committee. The only way 
to bring the bills to the floor is to get signa- 
tures enough to take the legislation out of the 
hands of the committees which are holding them 
back. 

We hope to see the Illinois and Missouri 
members take the lead in signing the discharge 
and then to make it their business to explain 
the need for stronger legislation to members 
who may not be so well informed. With a 
little. work, the 218 names can be obtained 
and the Landis bill voted on its merits. 

It would be an insult to the memory of the 
men who died in Centralia’s deep tomb and a 
callous unconcern for the widows and orphans 
they left behind if the Eightieth Congress ad- 
journed without passing the mine safety en- 
forcement bills. 


To Plug a Loan Loophole 

A ruling to end one of the worst abuses in 
the smhll-loan business has been issued by State 
Insurance Superintendent Owen G. Jackson. The 
abuse arises in the practice of making borrow- 
ers buy insurance, appointing loan-company em- 
ployes as insurance agents and adding their com- 
missions to the 8 per cent legal interest. Mr. 
Jackson has reports of a borrower of $200 
forced to insure for $1400—of commissions as 
high as four-fifths of the insurance premium. 

To break this “racket,” as Mr. Jackson called 
it, his order says that thé insurance must be 
written by companies licensed to do insurance 
business, at reasonable rates and for the ap- 
proximate amounts and periods of the accom- 
panying loans. Violations are punishable by the 
loss of insurance licenses. 

This would end profiteering by the insurance 
dodge. St. Louis banks obtain life insurance 
for borrowers at a little under 2 per cent, a fact 
which establishes a reasonable rate for such 
insurance, So Mr. Jackson’s order should estab- 
lish a maximum legal cost of 10 per cent to the 
borrower—2 per cent insurance plus 8 per cent 


interest, The lender’s gross return, including 


the insurance commission, would be about 814 
per cent, 

Of course, 844 per cent is too low a ceiling for 
small-loan interest. There would be no reason 
to force such a ceiling on the industry if it 
would accept reasonable rates. Since it holds 
out for a law permitting excessive rates, the 
thing to do is to plug the loopholes and make 
the situation so uncomfortable that the indugtry 
will come around to reason. If it is used vigor- 
ously, Supt. Jackson’s order is a first-class 
weapon to that end. 
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The New Eisenhower Boom 
Those Democrats who are insisting that Gen, 
Eisenhower be drafted to run as their presiden- 
tial nominee express more of their own panic 
than they do of their esteem for the former Al- 
lied Commander in Europe. This is not to say 
that Elliott and Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., are 


not genuine and enthusiastic admirers of Gen. 


Eisenhower. Many Americans are such admir- 
ers and many Americans think that the man who 
led the invasion against the Nazis would make 
an able President. 

The fact, however, is that Gen. Eisenhower re- 
moved himself from consideration for the Re- 
publican nomination. two months ago. He did it 


in words as positive and inclusive as he could 


find, After explaining in detail his reasons, he 
said: “I could not accept nomination under the 
remote circumstance that it were tendered me.” 

This statement stopped the campaign for the 
General Republicans, but curiously it does 
not seem to have convinced certain hopeful Dem- 
ocrats, among them Senator Sparkman of Ala- 
bama. They appear to think that although it ap- 
plies to the G.O.P., it does not apply to their 
party. 

If these Eisenhower Democrats persist, they 
undoubtedly will provoke a similar statement 
with reference to the Democratic nomination. 
That will leave them worse off than before. Thus, 
they only depress their party’s fortunes by con- 
tinuing their Eisenhower appeals. 

The proposal to nominate Gen. Eisenhower on 
both tickets and thereby to dispense with the 
presidential election is a disservice to the man 
presumed to be honored. Such a development 
would deny the American voter a choice. It 
would give the country, so far as the presidency 
was concerned, a one-party system. This would 
be a rejection at home of the very ideas which 
we are seeking to encourage abroad. One of the 
greatest testimonials to our system of govern- 
ment is that we can hold contested presidential 
elections in critical years like 1864, 1916, 1940 
and 1944 in satisfaction of the Constitution.

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Power With No Place to Go 


Shasta dam is a massive example of the fol- 
ly of building publicly owned power plants with- 
out publicly owned transmission lines. 

The United States Government built this dam 
with the people’s money, to serve the people. 

The Pacific Gas & Electric Co. is insisting 
that it shall serve, instead, the Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co. 

It wants first preference in the sale of Shasta 
power. The Reclamation Bureau, which operates 
the power plant, insists that it must give first 
preference ot public owned utility systems. 

P.G.E. has an advantage over the bureau be- 
cause it owns the transmission line from Shasta. 
It takes the position that it cannot be expected 
to transmit Shasta power for distribution by 
competing systems. 

The Reclamation Bureau is at a disadvantage 
because P.G.E. persuaded Congress to deprive 
it of the transmission line it wanted and needs. 
This is a favorite device of private utilities. 

So the bureau has the power and no way to 
carry it to the people it is meant to benefit. 

The fault is in Congress. Congress should 
have enabled the Reclamation Bureau not only 
to produce the power but also to put it to pub- 
licly useful service. The way for Congress to 
remedy the error is to give the bureau the trans- 
mission line and thus, prevent P.G.E. from ob- 
structing the general good for which the dam 
was built.

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Where Oklahoma Leads Missouri 


Six deans at the University of Oklahoma and 
Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical College 
have taken a stand for justice in higher educa- 
tion which deserves wide notice and commenda- 
tion. These deans have recommended to the Ok- 
lahoma Regents for Higher Education that 
the color bar be withdrawn from Oklahoma's 
state-supported graduate and professional schools, 
such as those for law and medicine. 

This just stand is all the more important be- 
cause it is taken by the deans in their official 
capacity as members of a committee appointed 
to study the question and to make a report to 
the regents. In short, the regents asked for a 
recommendation from the deans and now they 
have it. oe 

In a time when the United States is holding 
up the democratic way of life to the depressed 
peoples of the world, the Oklahoma deans have 
made a very pertinent application of what we 
profess. They take their stand on the sound 
principle that free public education should be 
free public education in fact as well as name. 
At the same time, they proceed by the equally 
sound method of gradualism in the adjustment 
of this problem of racial prejudice. 

Many Missourians, while applauding the Ok- 
lahoma deans, will regret that no such step has 
ever been taken in this state. In fact, no such 
report has ever been asked by the curators of 
the University of Missouri. Were such a request 
to be made by the Missouri curators, our State 
university’s deans and those at the State School 
of Mines at Rolla undoubtedly would be as for- 
ward-looking as the deans in Oklahoma. 

Such a report could be forwarded by the cura- 
tors, with their own approval, to the State Leg- 
islature as the basis for requesting an end to 
the present costly system of separate but unequal 
education at graduate and professional levels. 

It should be a matter for chagrin in Missouri 
that Oklahoma, which borders Texas for some 
700 miles, should be out in front of us on the 
question of equal rights in higher education for 
which the whole public pays.

Carl Sandburg, who brought himself up 
by the bootstraps from a dishwasher in 
Denver’s Windsor Hotel to become the na- 
tion’s leading authority on Lincoln, looks 
at the American scene with clear eyes, 


In Washington, between trains on his 
way to North Carolina and his home from 
New York, he likes to chin with the Li- 
brarian of Congress, Luther Evans. On 
a recent visit they got around to discussing 
men of stature, men who were the living 
embodiment of American tradition. Dr. 
Evans asked Sand- 
burg whom he placed 
at the top of the list, 

„Eisenhower.“ 


Sandburg. it devel- 
oped, had never met 
his No. 1 American. 
Dr. Evans asked me 
to arrange a talk be- 
tween the two. 


We arrived at the 
Pentagon, complete 
with guitar, 20 min- 
utes late. The guitar 
is as much Sandburg 
as his shock of white 
hair. 


Sandburg began by 

telling Gen, Eisenhower how he had been 
drawn into his orbit. “There were a lot 
of generals in the war. As far as I was 
concerned, you were just another one. 
Then things began to move smoothly all 
along the line in Africa and Europe, and 
I began to pay more attention. I saw 
teamwork. I began to read your press re- 
ports and then your speeches, I knew then 
that you were not just another general, and 
that there was a man here.”

Few Command Changes 


Eisenhower, who is as modest and self- 
less as they come, found this rough sled- 
ding and passed it off with a remark about 
the favorable press which had been given 
him. Sandburg pointed out that this was 
not by accident or happenstance, since in 
the whole history of American warfare no 
general had been as free of criticism as 
Eisenhower and his subordinates. 


Sandburg, speaking again in terms of 
America’s past, noted that during the Eu- 
ropean campaign there were very few 
changes in command. “In all previous 
American wars, commanders of divisions, 
corps and armies were removed and re- 
placed with the frequency of battles.” Eis- 
enhower nodded agreement. “Once the 
men had arrived at the front, I think there 
were less than a dozen instances where 
commanders failed to measure up to their 
responsibilities.” 


“How do you account for that“? 


“Careful selection of commanders, their 
excellent training and the high morale of 
the Army. Morale was the chief factor.” 


We inevitably turned to the subject of 
the presidency of the United States. There 
was no mention of party. The General 
made it quite clear, however, that he was 
not interested in a political career, And 
more from the manner of his speech than 
from the words themselves, Sandburg 
summed up the General’s reasoning to me 
later. 


More Than Know-How 


“The man has thought it out, He knows 
that his voice today carries weight in this 
country and abroad. He is fully respected 
for his integrity. No one can level any 
partisan criticism at him. And we badly 
need men like that. But as soon as he 
steps into the political ring, currents of 
hate and prejudice are stirred up which 
no man can escape. This man has more 
than know-how and surface sagacity. He 
has deep wisdom. He has seen what has 


happened to other people and has learned 
from them.” 


Returning again to the subject of morale, 
the General recounted the now famous in- 
cident when American troops were moving 
forward to attack across the Rhine. “I 
wanted to know how they felt, and the 
best way to find out was to walk along 
with them, I'd, talk with one soldier in 
the company then drop back a dozen 
or so men and talk with another, 


“One boy I talked to seemed nervous and 
scared. Said that he was, So Ie 
the subject and we talked about other 
things—where he was from, how far we 
had already come in the campaign. After 
a bit, I went back to my first question 
and asked him how he felt. about the at- 
tack now. ‘General, I feel fine.’ I won- 
dered what had made the change, and I 
asked him. He said, ‘Well, when you're 
here, General, there’s nothing to worry 
about.“ Eisenhower chuckled. “What the 
boy meant was that with top Army brass 
around, everything must be perfectly safe.” 


We Must Know Europe 


Sandburg then expressed concern over 
Europe and what he characterized as 
American indifference, or at least lack of 
knowledge of and understanding for Eu- 
rope’s problems. The General, said, “The 
Marshall plan is as simple as democracy 
or dictatorship. People should see it as 
clearly as that. People who think in demo- 
cratic terms as we do, and people who 
would like to, should be supported. Other- 
wise they can fall under the dictator pat- 
tern, whether that pattern is Communism 
or Fascism. , 


“About the British trend towards Social- 
ism, I don’t believe that there is much to 
worry about as far as we're concerned. I 
cannot believe that the British people, with 
their hundreds of years of respect for the 
dignity of man as an individual, and for 
his rights, will ever submit to any form of 
dictatorship. The word Socialism is used. 
What is happening actually is that the 
British people and nation, faced with the 
greatest economic and political crisis in 
their history, are working out their des- 
tiny with great British courage. They need 
our support and understanding. After all, 
in the event of any world trouble, they are 
our natural allies.” 


About the possibility of a future war, 
Eisenhower expressed himself unmistak- 
ably. “Every man should work his fingers 
to the bone to see that war does not hap- 
pen, The man who works against peace 
is a criminal. On the other hand, we must 
be strong and prepared. We cannot afford 
to relax in that direction, because it would 
weaken our voice for peace.“ 


Bunker Hill Song 


Carl Sandburg had been seated for some 
time, and I suggested that the General 
might like to hear one of his songs. He 
walked across the office to his guitar, took 
it out of the case and returned to the Gen- 
eral's desk. Strumming the guitar slowly, 
he spoke in his deep, resonant voice, “I'm 
going to sing you an old song about Amer- 
ica, It was written by Joseph Warren, a 
Boston physician, who died in the Battle 
of Bunker Hill. It is a genuine antique. 
The pronunciation of the word then was 
‘Americay.’ And yet it is an appropriate 
song today. It is called ‘Free Americay.’ 
The tune is ‘The British Grenadiers,’” 
Then he sang: 


The seat of Science, Athens, and earth’s

HE Italian attitude toward 
Americans these days is a 
strange mixture—they are at 
once saints, sinners and suckers. 
The way an Italian feels depends 
pretty much on which political 
party he belongs’ to, which news- 
paper he reads, how he fared 
during the war, and whether he 
has any relatives in America, but 
in any case more Italians like 
Americans better than they do 
any other foreigners. 

There are classic reasons for 
this—similarities of temperament, 
the blood ties of thousands of 
Italo-Americans. Also there are 
the recent concrete examples of 
American friendship toward this 
ancient land, 

As of today, seven out of 10 
Italians will like almost any 
American he meets—on sight. 

But Communist propaganda al- 
ready has cost the United States 
thousands of friends and is daily 
adding to the toll. For more than 
a and a half the big and 
loud-voiced party organs have been 
spewing out ever-increasing bit- 
terness agains: America—the land, 
according to them, of imperialists, 
grabbing Wall Street bankers, 
warmongers and morally decayed. 
The American Government, courts 
and other institutions, books, films, 
even comic strips have been tar-

Some, under the manpower mobil- 
ization decree of 1945, were 
charged with being “a threat to 
productivity.” In every case their 
jobs fell to successors whose po- 
sition regarding Premier Gott- 
wald’s regime was pronounced to 
be “affirmative.” 

Italian Communists are favored 
by a condition of the electoral 
truce which, as reported here, 
limits each political party to two 
five-minute radio programs dur- 
ing the whole campaign. The 
first suggestion was that they 
should keep off the air altogether. 
A ceaseless flood of ballyhoo for 
Togliatti pours in high above the 
frontiers, Wireless reinforcement 
for Premier de Gasperi comes 
chiefly from the British Broad- 
casting Corp., which defends 
English rather than American 
interests. 

Since the short-wave signal 
from New York to Rome is so 
weak as to be mostly unintelligible 
and as few Italians have short- 
wave receiving sets, direct Amer- 
can contributions are wire- 
lessed to Rome and relayed over 
Itallan networks. They are con- 
fined to four 15-minute newscasts 
a week, which are studiously non- 
partisan; a “question and answer” 
period between Italians in Amer- 
ica and Italy; and five minutes 
a day of editorial comment, im- 
partially summarized. 

There are four transcribed pro- 
grams a week from the “Univer- 
sity of the Air.” Italians in search 
of arguments against Communism 
are likely to be regaled with Carl 
Sandburg’s timely views on Abra- 
ham Lincoln. Half-hour discs of 
“American music” bring the mas- 
terpieces of Tin Pan Alley to a 
people at home since childhood 
with the genius of Palestrina and 
Verdi. 

So far as is known, the Amer- 
ican Government has been too 
high-minded to compete with Rus- 
sia in the matter of campaign 
funds. <As a result the Christian 
Democrats are in financial straits 
and lack even newsprint and ink 
for election posters. It wag the 
party’s default in respect to an 
adequate political machine which 
drove the Vatican to step into the 
vacancy. 

Priests have been mobilized in 
all parishes, From the pulpit they 
expound why no good Catholic can 
be a Communist, and exhort their 
flocks to vote on April 18. It is 
urged that every ballot should be 
cast in compliance with the dic- 
tates of “God and conscience.” 

An outstanding figure is a 
pale little Jesuit, Father Ric- 
cardo Lombardi, whose crusade 
against Communism has led ad- 

mirers to hail him as a mod- 
ern Peter the Hermit. He pre- 
fers boldly to carry the war into 
Red territory.

To meet such event- 
ualitles the Italian cabinet, a fort- 
night ago, added 30,000 army men 
to the public security forces. It. 
was. proposed to outlaw private 
Communist troops of armed parti- 
sans and dismiss all Reds from 
Government service. 

One of two extremes is possible; 
though not probable, when the 
ballots have been counted. The 
Togliatti-Nenni combine may be 
defeated so conclusively that it 
will have no pretext for asking 
readmission to the cabinet, It may 
win so decisively as to force the 
Christian Democrats out of office. 
In the latter case, Togliatti would 
no doubt send Gasperi and others 
to the scaffold or slavé labor 
camp, purge all “negative” ele- 
ments from Italian life and ready 
his country for engulfment in the 
Soviet sphere. 

It is the opinion both of the 
Vatican and the American Embas- 
sy in Rome that the Communists 
and left-wing Socialists will poll 
40 per cent or more of the total 
vote and demand entrance into the 
Government under color of demo- 
cratic “rights.” Once inside, they 
would claim the ministries of 
War, Justice and the Interior, 
in order to get control of the 
Army, courts and police. If they 
were successful, the days of Pre- 
mier e Gasperi and his allics 
would be numbered. 

Gasperi has announced, however, 
that he will refuse to accept the 
People’s Front as a unit, and will 
insist on treating its two com- 
ponents as separate bodies, With 
8 per cent of the vote for the Com- 
munists and 32 per cent for the 
Italian Socialists, he could plaus- 
ibly rate them as minority groups 
and deny them representation in 
the cabinet. They would be ex- 
pected to react with strikes and 
riots such as robbed Italy of three 
months of production in 1947. 

Luigo Longo, tough commander 
of the left-wing private army, 
estimated at 75,000 men, served 
notice in a speech at Bologna yes- 
terday that the government would 
be seized by force if it denied 
cabinet participation to his “vic- 
torious” coalition, 

Presuming the Togliatti-Nenni 
merger would win the election, 
Longo shouted: “If they do not 
cede to us the power that a ma- 
jority will give us, we will chase 
them out as we chased out others 
in our war of liberation.” 

If these disorders were again 
— down by the army and cari- 

inieri, Togliatti could always re- 
treat to the north, where his 
party is strongest, and set up a 
Communist republic of secession 
— with Milan, the “Italian 

talingrad,” as capital, It would 
undoubtedly be recognized by Rus- 
sia and its satellites, and supplied 
by them with arms and money. 

Should civil war follow, per- 

haps this spring, it is not out- 
— the cards that the Roman 
government would call upon the 
United States for waebene and 
munitions, and then, if neces- 
sary, for troops. That would be 
a signal for intervention by Yu- 
goslavia’s army of 600,000 men, 
and World War III would be on 
its way. What happens in Italy 
will depend fundamentally on 
whether Russia is prepared and 
willing to start a general war. 

The tragedy is that Italians as 
a whole dislike Communism, But 
tens of thousands feel they have 
no other place to go. Like Burope 
in general, Italy has lost faith in 
the capitalist. system. The eco- 
nomics of the Christian Demo- 
crats stretch from left to right, 
but the main body of the party 
leans to free enterprise. That, 
indeed, is its principal handicap. 

The chief advantage of the 
Communists is that the election 
will be held against a background 
of giant war damage, great loss 
of life, a wrecked national econ- 
omy and intense fear of another 
war, Should the Italian people 
vote the Reds into power, in defi- 
ance of tradition and Church, it 
will be because they are persuad- 
ed, in their profound distress, 
that no other recourse is prac- 
ticable,. They might feel other- 
wise if the Marshall Plan had 
been put in operation—as it logic- 
ally should have been—six months 


ago.

The South, African legation re- 
ports an estimate that last year 
about $40,000,000 of American 
funds were added to investments 
in that British commonwealth 
nation. 

A much larger estimate of $100,- 
000,000 was contained in a report 
received recently by our State 
Department from a consular rep- 
resentative stationed in South 
Africa. An informed estimate 18 
the best obtainable figure because 
this country does not have ex- 
change controls which would 
make possible a precise calcula- 
tion. 

Little “Scare” Capital. 

The American money going to 
South Africa is finding investment 
in new gold and copper fields 
there, and in expansion of Ameri- 
can-owned. industrial plants such 
as those of General Motors Corp. 
and Firestone Tire & Rubber Co. 
Little, if any, is thought to be 
„nervous“ or “scare” capital, seek- 
ing refuge because of unsettled 
world conditions.

THE ROAD THROUGH THE WALL. 
By Shirley Jeckson. Ferrer, Straus 
& Co., N. V., $2.75.) 


HIRLEY JACKSON’S book 

carries a double meaning. It 

can be regarded simply as a 
well-told realistic story of the 
11 families who live, invulner- 
able, behind the wall on Pep- 
per Street. It can also be a 
microcosm of those larger so- 
cieties which change when the 
protection of “the wall” is taken 
away and they have to meet the 
expanding universe with what- 
ever reserves they can summon. 

Miss Jackson has made good 
use of her device—that of the 
isolated block of homes—and she 
has such a sentient pen that her 
book becomes a thoroughly de- 
lightful experience in eavesdrop- 
ping. The dust wrapper for this 
book has a very useful function 
since it contains a chart of the 
11 houses on the street. 

With this as a guide, we are 
plunged into the intricacy of 
Pepper street relations where 
the humble and the proud meet 
with the same mental reserva- 
tions as in most places on earth. 
For on this street are the Mer- 
riams, whose daughter, Harriet, 
is sheltered from all democratic 
ideas; Miss Fielding, who lives 
alone but sees and hears every- 
thing; Mrs. Mack, who reads 
the Bible aloud to her dog; the 
Byrnes, who do not own their 
own home but are regular with 
their rent; the Roberts, whose 
home is tyrannized over by Mrs. 
Roberts; the Perlmans, the only 
dewish family; the Desmonds, 
whose toddling Caroline figures 
in a shocking tragedy; the Ran- 
eom-Jones, whose mentally sick 
sister create: a situation; the 
Donalds, whose eccentric son, 
Tod, is accused of the murder of 
baby Caroline Desmond, and the 
Martins, who really live around: 
the corner on Cortez street. 

When it is decided, contrary 
to the wishes of the residents, 
that “the wall” must come down 
and a new road put through, the 
Ransom-Jones give a. farewell 
party” for the neighbors (with- 
out Mrs. Mack and the Perlmans, 
of course).

HE chairman of the board of 

Johns-Manville Corp. went 

to Germany to work out 

plans for the very sort of thing 
that Ernst Erich North fears — 
for getting German industry back 
into big production. The purpose 
was one with which Americans 
were sympathetic enough, name- 
ly, the reduction of the cost of 
the occupation to them as tax- 
payers.

Dis- 
secting the guilt concepts, he 
shows how the German gets rid 
of.them all. The individual may 
agree to political liability but 
says it does not affect hig “inner 
self.“ Criminal guilt’”’ affects 
“just a few, not me.“ Moral 
guilt“ is something over which 
each individual conscience has 
jurisdiction: ‘Metaphysical 
guilt” is non-existent and s0 
doesn’t need to be bothered with.

Leaders and 
Pioneers of 
Early Russia 


THE MARCH OF MUSCOVY, by Har- 
old Lamb. (Doubleday, N. V., 309 
pp. $3.75.) 

OM time around 1100 A. D., 
8 some hardy Russian pioneers 

built a blockhouse at an ob- 
scure point in the Land of Rus, 
and in 1155 a man named Turi 

Dolgoruky ringed in that block- 

house with a log stockade which 

became known as Kremyl, later 

Kremlin. And Moscow (deriv- 

ing from the name of the river, 

Moskva, which significantly 

means ‘“‘troubled waters“) rose 

from that minute point of origin 
to bécome one of the two most 
important cities in the world. 

Harold Lamb, who has written 
splendidly on such subjects as 
the Crusades, Kublai Khan, 
Omar Khayyam, and Alexander 
the Great, has performed per- 
haps his greatest service in this 
study of early Russia, His new 
book takes a flying leap from 
the Twelfth Century and con- 
cerns itself. mostly with the 
years between 1400 and 1648. 
He has little to go on save for 
one excellent history by Vasily 
Kliuchevsky, and a few deep 
searchings by Soviet historians, 
and the writings of several trav- 
elers from Western Europe. 

This dearth of information is 
attributable to the interesting 
fact that printing came so late 
to Russia. In 1549, there was 
only one obscure printing press 
operating in the entire sub-con- 
tinent—and it wasn’t in Moscow. 
In Western Europe, for purely 
geographical reasons, Guten- 
berg’s idea had borne fruit earl- 
ler. 

Moscow, which was first set- 
tled by the Finns, became an im- 
portant place by backing into 
history. For a long time, it 
played second fiddle to Con- 
stantinople, Kiev, Smolensk, 
Novgorod, and other places. But 
the Tartar empire crumbled 
without violent battles, and the 
last Tartar. city, Kazan, was 
erased by Ivan the Terrible. 

Ivan lived for only 54 years, 
but for 50 of them he ruled 
Russia. He was by all odds the 
most powerful man of his time. 
He even proposed marriage to 
the virgin queen Elizabeth of 
England in an effort to weld to- 
gether the two rising empires. 
Ivan the Terrible is pictured by 
Lamb as being the best-educated 
man of his time — but moody, 
violent, and sometimes incred- 
ibly cruel in his efforts to re- 
tain power.

“Grumpy,” “Whisky Pete,” and 
“Giggling Gertie.’’ Sometimes this 
game boomeranged to our dis- 
advantage as Dr. Weinstein re- 
lates, One Cabanatuan guard 
had been tagged Donald Duck.”

He succeeds 
not only in describing their ac- 
tions but, with a doctor’s trained 
power of observation, he gives 
an insight into their mental re- 
actions. Above all he has suc- 
ceeded in capturing and preserv- 
ing in print something of that 
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unconquerable spirit which en- 
abled all kinds of men, through 
long years of captivity in daily 
contact with filth, disease, star- 
vation, stark brutality and death 
to cling, with a firm grip, to 
some of the finer aspects of 
human brotherhood and civiliza- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, March 27 
OOK for the Cabinet 
Committee to decide about 

April 1 that this country can 
spare an extra 50,000,000: bushels 
of wheat for Europe this spring. 

The grain export program for 
the crop year ending June 30 now 
is 520,000,000 bushels. This in- 
cludes 450,000,000 wheat and 70, 
000,000 other grains. 

The committee—Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson, Secretary 
of State Marshall, Secretary of 
Commerce Harriman—plans to re- 
view the grain supply situation at 
the end of this month, 

It must hold back 150,000,000 
bushels of last year’s wheat for a 
year end reserve for this country. 
But it is expected to find that 
such a reserve can be maintained 
and upwards of 50,000,000 bushels 
extra wheat spared for export. 

Shipment of extra grain to 
Europe this spring, officials say;

Troops in Korea—Even though

The United Nations has issued 
an order for Korea to elect a 
National Assembly May 9. U.N. 
said this assembly should set up 
a government and arrange for 
8 troops (Americans in 
the South and Russians in the 
But the Rus- 
sians have refused to permit 
elections in their area and may 
refuse to pull out troops. 

Will the Americans get out if 
the Russians don’t? The United 
States Government has not said. 
But Koreans here have said they 


want Americans to stay as long 


as Russians do. 

Snipers—American embassy of- 
ficials are worried over a recent 
upsurge in anti-American feeling 
in Manila. Much of the sentiment 
originates with Spanieh residents, 
prominent in society, business and 
government. 

The Spanish subtly attack every 
weak point in American policy. 
One of their strongest talking 
points is that Spanish Dictator 
Franco has been against Commu- 
nism all along. 


Italy and U.N.—The United 
States may move this week for 
reconsideration of Italy’s bid for 
United’ Nations membership. Rus- 
sia has vetoed Italy’s application 
twice. 

The new United States move 
would be timed with the April 18 
Italian elections in mind. It is be- 
lieved by some delegates that Rus- 
gia might hesitate to veto Italy 
again at this time, It would be a 
blow to Italian Communists.

O many people, it's merely a 
black section on a map of St. 
Louis labeled “blighted area.” 
Within this black section are 


. streets and streets and more 
streets, all pretty much alike en- 


cept, that some are more de- 
pressing than others. Drive 
through them at night and the 
lights of your car will pick out 
rats running across the pave- 
ment as gaily as squirrels in 
Forest Park. 

The ancient, weather-worn 
brick fronts, with their sagging 
wooden steps and their rusty 
iron fire escapes conceal small, 
dark rooms, poorly lighted, cold 
and dirty with the dirt which 
can't be kept back from the 
crevices in the brick, the warped 
window frames, the broken win- 
dow glass and the sagging front 
doors any more than the sand 
can be kept back’ from the beach. 

In this world of old bricks, 
mortar, pavement, bare floors, 
unpapered walls, cold water fau- 
cets and outdoor privies live 


thousands upon thousands of 


people, beneficiaries of a great 
city’s indifference. 

In one of these buildings in 
one of the streets lives Edward 
Piel. Edward is 11 years old, 
next to the oldest of six children 


of Mrs. Anastasia Piel. Edward 


and his five brothers and sisters 
live in two and a half rooms, 
Edward is typical of the thou- 
sands of boys and girls who are 
growing up under such circum- 
stances, but his case is by no 
means extreme, Living behind 
the Piels, in the same building 
and in a two and a half room 
apartment is a fatherless family 
of 10 children. ; 


Edward is in the fourth grade, 
but this is no indication he isn’t 
as bright as. the next one. As 
a matter of fact all the Piel chil- 
dren are exceptionally alert; but 
Edward had rheumatic fever 
about three years ago which left 
him in none too robust condition. 
It affected his heart and his 
health generally to the point 
where he lagged in his studies. 

He is small for an 11-year-old 
boy, but he doesn’t consider him- 
self physically inferior. He 
proudly wears a wool jacket 
whtch he won for his boxing 
proclivities on the school team, 
even though the jacket is several 
times too large for him. He is 
an active member of. the Cub

He has dark hair which would 
be curly if allowed to grow 
longer. His eyes are brown and 
he has a few freckles across his 
nose. He doesn’t laugh and cut 
up much. In fact, his sharp, 
rather mature little face matches 
his matter-of-fact approach to 
life. His approach to school is 
summed up with “it’s okay, I 
guess.” He adds, “some ways I 
like it. Some ways I don’t.” 

The ways he likes it? “Well, 
you have fun.” The ways he 
doesn’t like it: “It’s the lessons 
they have.” 

He hasn't tried to do much to 
earn money. “I used to sell pa- 
pers, but I quit because the guy 
I was selling them for gypped me 
out of my money. I told him 
off, and he fired me.” His eyes 
light up when he thinks about 
summer and going to camp. He 
has been there several summers 
and plans to go again this sum- 
mer, 

“It’s for kids that don’t have 
fathers, and stuff like that,” he 
said. “We go swimmin’ and 
crawdad huntin’ and on hikes—I 
like it.” 

Edward hasn't given the idea 
of being grown up much 
thought, but he thinks now he'll 
be a policeman. “They make 
good money,” he insists. 
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HEN Edward awakens in 

the morning,“ he and his 7- 

year-old brother, Johnny, 
find themselves looking at the 
familiar surroundings of the 
kitchen, the one room of the two 
and a half rooms which is the 
center of activity in the home. 

It contains a stove, an ice box, 
a corner cabinet, a table and a 
low phonograph cabinet of the 
once fashionable console type 
which Mrs. Piel is going to make 
into a buffet.

They have to 
fold up their roll- away bed. and 
move it back to the half- room 
which opens off the kitchen, and 
then convert the room back into 
a kitchen again by pulling the 
table and chairs to the center 
of the room.

URT ANS hanging in the 
C door separate the kitchen 
from the other full-sized 
room, which is now a living room 
in the daytime, bedroom at night. 
Here Mrs. Piel and the oldest 
daughter, Pat, who is 16, sleep on 
a studio couch which opens into 
a bed, and the three youngest 
girls, Josephine, 10, Anastasia, 
8 and Esther, 5, sleep on an- 

other roll-away bed, 

Until recently this room was a 
bedroom only, But when Pat got 
old enough to start having dates, 
Mrs. Piel decided she was going 
to have some place to receive 
her friends. 

“For a good many years,” says 
the mother, “we just simply 
didn’t have any company, There 
was no place to receive them.” 

She worked out the sleeping 
arrangements and then went 
into debt $130 worth for some 
end tables, a chair, a coffee ta- 
ble, lamps and what not to make 
a living room for the family, 
It's been worth it. 

“When we have company the 
kids love it,” says Mrs. Piel. “Es- 
pecially when someone comes to 
supper. It thrills them to death.” 

If it is winter, Mrs. Piel will 
have left the house by the time 
the youngsters wake up, but she 
will be back in time to get them 
fed and off to school. She works 
as janitress at the Catholic 
church two blocks away. This 
means that she does all the clean- 


ing and fires the furnace for the 


huge church and the parish 
house. It is a man’s job, but 
Mrs, Piel fills it capably, She is 
four feet and 11 inches tall, but 
very sturdily built and has no 
fear of hard work, ä 

When she doesn’t have to go 
to the church early to build a 
fire, she leaves home about 8:30 


in the morning, returns about 


11:80 to get lunch ready for the 


children, goes back to work 
about 1:30 and works until 5 or 
5:30, When the oldest daughter, 
Pat, reached 16 not long ago, she 
quit high school to go to work in 
a dime store to help out. Mrs. 
Piel gets some financial help 
rom the state for dependent chil- 
dren, but the bulk of the job of 
supporting them reste with her. 

She is essentially a good-na- 
tured woman who wants to rise 
above her environment. She was 
reared under much better cir- 
cumstances, but she doesn’t let 
her present environment get her 
down. 


“Until I was married,” she said, 
“I never knew what it was to 
live in a house without a furnace 
and indoor plumbing. I had 
never carried a bucket of coal in 
my life.” 

Her husband, who died a year 
ago, had never been a good pro- 
vider, and for five years before 
he died they had been separated. 
The responsibility of the home 
has always been on her shoul- 
ders. As babies and toddlers the 
children spent their daytime 
hours in the day nursery at the 
Neighborhood Association, not 
far from their home. When they 
reached school age, they started 
to school, but the Neighborhood 
Association has remained almost 
a second home to them, 
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RS. PIEL takes part in the 

Neighborhood Association ac- 

tivities, sewed on the par- 
ents’ council and lends herself to 
anything which she thinks will 
hold her family together and 
keep them on the right track, 
When they had amateur dramat- 
ics, she blacked her face, por- 
trayed a Negro Mammy and was 
the hit of the show. 


When Edward gets up in the 
morning, he goes to the basin in 
the kitchen and: washes himself 
with soap and cold water, as do 
the rest of the family in their 
turn. If he wants to go to the 
bathroom, he goes out across the 
backyard to a square brick build- 
ing, which is divided into four 
equal: parts, in each part of 
which is an open latrine. The 
four compartments serve 32 per- 
sons. The Piels and their near- 
est neighbors on the ground

The half room in the apart- 
ment is something of a mystery, 
architecturally speaking. The in- 
side wall of the room is a thick 
brick wall which appears to have 
once been the exterior wall of 
the building. The room is so 
narrow there isn’t room to 
stretch your arms to their full 
length across it, It is about 10 
feet long, It is almost impossible 
to heat, so the Piels use it for a 
sort of wardrobe and storeroom. 
They put the rollaway beds there 
in the daytime, and keep all 
their clothes hanging there, since 
there is no closet space in the 
place. 

The backyard is fairly spa- 
cious, but it was paved with 
bricks at one time. Now most 
of the bricks have sunk into the 
ground, and the yard is a combi- 
nation of bricks and mud. Con- 
sequently the children play either 
at the schoolyard or at the 
Neighborhood Association. 

They all come home to lunch. 
Mrs, Piel provides them, as a 
typical lunch, a bowl of hot soup, 
an egg each, sandwiches made of 
either peanut butter or jelly, 
and milk when she has it. Lack- 
ing milk they drink tea.

had a real start on-~a permanent 
career, 

In Jesuit High School in New 
Orleans, Louie played football, 
went out for track and basketball. 
Since athletics were pretty hard 
on the delicate hands needed for 
playing the violin, Lquie turned 
to the trumpet. At 17 he got his 
first independent job at New Or- 
leans’ famed Saenger Theatre, do- 
ing a specialty, featuring his horn 
and his unique voice, which had 
turned out to be a bit on the 
gravel-side after an operation for 
removal of adenoids and tonsils. 

Then Louie’s brother, Leon, 
opened a night club, The Beverly 
Gardens, and Louis organized a 
band for the spot. By 1929, Louie 
had made considerable dough but 
lost it all in the stock market 
crash, With little left but his 
nerve he decided to tackle New 
York. He got an audition at the 
Roxy Theater and opened the next 
day with Ted Healy and Ann Pen- 
nington. From there he went to 
the Brooklyn Paramount and 
scored a hit with his now famoug 
version of “Chinatown.” Then 
Loule’s mama came to the big 
city and persuaded her “boy” to 
come home, ‘ 

Playing back in New Orleans in 
1933 in a club in the Vieux Carre 
section of the city, Louie was dis- 
covered all over again—by Guy 
Lombardo. Lombardo became so 
enthusiastic about young Prima 
that he persuaded Lowie’s mother 
to let him return to New York. 
In New York, Louie did a lot of 
recordings and spent some earnest 
effort on songwriting. He com- 
posed “Worry Blues,” It's the 
Rhythm in Me,” “I Still Want 
You,” “Sing. Sing, Sing” and 
“Sing a Spell.” 


In New York in February of 
1935, a group of studio stars of 
CBS and NBC, among them Man- 
nie Klein, Lennie Hayton, Jack 
Jenney and Artie Bernstein, pooled 
their money to open a place where 
they could “jam” in their spare 
time. They asked Prima to play 
the spot and when it opened on 
March, 31, their place, called The 
Famous Door on 52nd Street, was 
a sell-out. It became the rendez- 
vous of all the mighties of swing. 
When the New York columnist, 
Louis Sobol, heard Prima he wrote 


such an enthusiastic review of the 


New Orleans musician's perform- 
ance that Prima became the talk 
of New York,

MONG others who came to the 
A Famous Door was a girl named 

Martha Raye. She sang with 
Prima without pay and the combi- 
nation grew into a popular, nightly 
attraction that resulted in a spot 
for Loule and Martha on Rudy 
Vallee’s program, and then a 
coast-to-coast contract on CBS for 
the Prima band. 


In September 1935, Loule went 
to Hollywood to open at a place, 
also called the Famous Door, but 
it was just a promoter’s bubble, 
and Louie had to move on to an- 
other spot called My Blue Heaven. 
Then he was discovered by the 
movies and so far has made “You 
Can't Have Everything,” “Rose of 
Washington Square,” “Rhythm on 
the Range,” “Start Cheering” and 
“Manhattan Merry-Go-Round.” 

Just under six feet, Louie has 
dark brown hair and eyes, an in- 
satiable appetite for loud suits and 
ties, and an avowed ambition to 


race one of his stable of, horses in 


the Kentucky Derby. He has only 
one peeve — women who make

monkeys of themselves on the 
dance floor. 

“If women would only be sen- 
sible,” says Louie, men would like 
to dance instead of regarding it as 
a duty when they take some gal 
to a night club. Think of the lit- 
tle things like the gal who makes 
her escort uncomfortable about 
crushing her corsage. Why can't 
she forget etiquette for a minute 
and pin her posies on the right 
shoulder instead of the left? 

“And then there’s the gal who 
poses. I don't know whether it 
amuses me or burns me up when 
I see some dame trying to look 
like something out of the Louvre 
on the dance floor. She's usually 
so busy wondering what kind. of 
an effect she's creating that she 
loses all time to the music and 
ends up just looking awkward. 


“And there's the sentimentalist 
who asks, ‘Mr. Prima, would you 
play ‘Smoke Gets in Your Eyes’ 
and then as she dances away from 
the bandstand she goes all limp 
and calf-eyed and you hear he 
say to her escort, That piece al- 
ways reminds me of George the 
summer before we were engaged.’ 
If a gal ever pulled that on me, 
I'd leave her in the middle of the 
floor and let that George come and 
get her.“ 

Loule’s advice to young women 
is that they take a lesson from 
their mothers—and fathers. He 
says the old folks may not be’ so 
good at the jitterbug, but they at 
least know how to keep time to 
the music, dance for the sheer en- 
joyment of it, and reward him 
with a real appreciation of the 
music. .

A Library on Wheels Is Bringing 
to People of Southeast Missouri 
County More Reading Matérial Then 
Many of Them Ever Hoped to See

CHARLESTON, Mo., March 27. 
N the cotton country of South- 
| east Missouri, where spring 
comes soon, the school children 
drowsed over their studies and 
wished something would happen. 
Something did. A boy, irked by 
study on a sunshiny day, looked 


off across the brown fields where 


the land is level and saw it. 
“Book truck’s comin’,” he whis- 
pered, and the word spread from 
desk to desk. ne was the list- 
lessness that h brooded there. 
Gone, too; was study, for there 
‘couldn’t be any heart for lessons 
when the book truck was comin’, 


The bookmobile of the Mississip- 
pi County Lfbrary. District, heavy- 
laden, had left Charleston that 
morning for a day’s tour of 
schools, stores and homes in the 
lowlands back of the levee where 
there are library stations, to 
leave new books and pick up the 
ones that had been left the last 
time the truck passed that way. 

At the wheel was Elizabeth Tur- 
ner, the librarian, unterrified in a 
region where all the roads that 
you can get over are called good, 
The roads were not too bad that 
day, for the March wind had 
dried them and was whipping up 
clouds of dust, but if there had 
been deep mud it would have been 
all the same, for the books must 
go through. 

It ig only a little while that the 
bookmobile, first in Southeast Mis- 
souri, has been going its rounds 
in Mississippi county, breaking 
the monotony at scattered 
school houses and placing in the 
hands of children and adults 
more books than many of them 
had ever seen and the like of 
which they never expected to 
handle. Until last midwinter, 
when the bookmobile came, there 
were 23,000 people in Mississippi, 
county, very few of whom had ac- 
cess to books unless able to pur- 
chase them, for there was no pub- 
lic library to serve them and no 
provision for distribution. 


For a long time there had been 
people who cared, who talked 
about it and said that something 
should be done about it, but the 
doing was difficult and action was 
delayed. 


The members of the Business 
and Professional Women’s Club 
eared and had done what they 
could, maintaining a small library 
and loaning books to any who 
wanted them, but the borrowers 
were mostly town people. 


. 


HEN, in the summer of 1946, 
the Legislature passed à bill 
establishing the Missouri State 
Library as a department of the 


new State Department of Educa- 


tion, and authorizing the appropri- 
ation of funds for aid to tax-sup- 
ported public libraries. That point- 
ed the way for Mississippi county 
to have a public library to serve 
its rural areas, All that it needed 
to get a start was a tax to sup- 
port such a library.‘ The way to 
get it was to create it by vote of 
the people. 

State Senator L. D. Joslyn was 
interested. After conferring with 
Kathryn Mier, executive secretary 
of the State Library, he was ac- 
tive in lining up a group of in- 
terested persons in Charleston. A 
public meeting was held a year 
ago at the courthouse and a citi- 
vena’ committee waa formed with 
Clifton Banta as chairman, Speak- 
ers were selected to address or- 
ganizations. 0 


The campaign was so successful 
that at the April election the 
proposition for a one-mill tax was 
adopted by a vote of five to one. 
The tax, amounting to 49 cents 
per capita, would bring $11,000 per 
year and the state appropriation, 
at 21 cents per capita, would bring 
about $6000. The county court ap- 
pointed a library ‘board—Miss 
Geneva Drinkwater, president; 
Mrs. Carleton Moreton, secretary; 
A. C, Goodin and Clifton Banta, 
with County Superintendent of 
Schools, J. A. Beck as an ex-offi- 
cio member. By what Miss Drink- 
water calls a stroke of good for- 
tune, Miss Turner, a thoroughly 
experienced librarian, was secured, 
At long last Mississippi county 
was going to have a library to 
serve all its people. 

In quarters provided at the 
Charleston Armory, Miss Turner 
catalogued the books on hand and 
bought judiciously many more 
that, in the light of her experi- 
ence, she thought the people would 
read, The library was off to a 
good start with 3000 volumes on 
the shelves and many more on 
the way which have now brought 
the total to 4700. Having them on 
the shelves, though, was not 
enough. The county library was 
not to be merely a _ repository 
where books could be obtained. 
The greater purpose was to carry 
the books to the people all over 
the county. For ¢hat purpose a 
bookmobile was needed, One was

or in need of repair, 


bought for $2000, It made its first 
trip on Jan. 12. 

Out over the winter-bound roads 
went Miss Turner with all the 
books that could be hauled over 
such roads, about 1500, to all the 
schools that could be reached, 
leaving Hooks at each to the won- 
derment of the children, promising 
to come again when those had 
been read, bidding them to watch 
for her reappearing. On that and 
subsequent trips, the 41 school 
districts in the county were 
reached, which meant that 6000 
children would have books to read, 

It was a good start but it was 
not enough. The goal was distribu- 
tion, not only to the school chil- 
dren but to all adults who were 
interested or might become in- 
terested in books. So, as quickly 
as possible, adult stations were 
established at country stores and 
in homes, 12 up to now. 

It was usual on the early trips 
for the bookmobile to go out 
loaded and retyrn empty, but as 
rotation was established the books 
picked up more nearly balanced 
the ones sent out, Books picked 
up at one station might be placed 
at another unless they were soiled 
in which 
case they would go back to the 
library to be reconditioned, There 
has been,. however, little need of 
this because instructions have 
been given in the proper care of 
books and the borrowers have 
shown a disposition to follow the 
“instructions. There is a rule that 
costs will be assessed for damage 
beyond reasonable wear but there 
has been no occasion. for its en- 
forcement,

HERE are rules, too, for the 

lending of books, but they are 

simple. Any resident of the 
county may borrow free of charge 
from any station in the system. 
Requests may be made in person, 
by mail or by telephone. Any 
reasonable number may be taken 
out at one time by a borrower 
over school age. Children may 
have but two at a time. Books 
may be borrowed for two weeks 
an renewed for another two 
weeks, A fine of one Cent a day 
is assessed for overtime. If a 
book is lost the actual cost is col- 
lected from the loser, plus 25 
cents for processing, 

There was incredulity at first 
when the word went around that 
the books were to be free. Always 
the question was: “What’s it goin’ 
to cost?” Many, when told that it 
was going to be free, were atill 
skeptical. Anything free Was open 
to suspicion. There must be a 
catch in it somewhere. 

Some who were not on the bor- 
rowing end had doubts about how 
it would work out, predicting that 
the books would be torn to pieces 
in no time, but that hasn't hap- 
pened. 

It took time for the borrowers 
to get used to the idea and sid of 
their suspicions. When, on her 
first trips among them, Miss Tur- 
ner was asked who was doing all

this, she said it was the Govern- 
ment. 

“Who's the guv’ment?” she was 
asked. 

She turned the question back.

Several got their heads together 
and figured that it must be Katie 
Stalling, clerk of the school board, 
for in matters affecting the rural 
schools it was she to whom they 
went.

Ken- 
tucky born, she was a library 
career woman. In New Jersey 
she had done work like this and 
in later years had visited the li- 
braries of England, Scandinavia 
and other European countries. She 
had had a hand in community ac- 
tivities in Mexico and from Cali- 
fornia she had come to be a book 
missionary in Southeast Missouri. 

At the Lincoln Negro school, at 
the edge of Charleston, there was 
a brief stop to deliver a book that 
had been requested, for it is ever 
the endeavor to supply specific 


needs. At the Dirk school, where 
the word had spread that the book 
truck was comin’, there was ex- 
citement, for the coming of the 
book truck was an event. With 
shining faces the children of the 
school told her they had read the 
books she left the last time 
and were ready for more. Floyd 
Thomasson, the teacher, named a 
committee, a coveted honor, to 
carry out the books that had been 
read and bring in more. 
roadsides they picked from the 


truck shelves armloads of books 


to be read by the 21 pupils against 
the time when the truck would 
come again.

N THE tornadoes that shredded several Mis- 


souri and Illinois communities early on March 
19, the difference between a house and a 
heap of debris was but a few seconds of 
appallingly powerful air. pressure. 
Crawling out of the wreckage, survivors 
were numbly thankful to be alive, unable to 
at once the full measure of their ruin. 
ey were confronted by an accomplished but 
almost incredible fact—their homes, stores and 
farm buildings that one minute were whole and 
useful had become, in the next, simply litter. 
Hardly knowing what they were doing, those 
who escaped injury automatically began picking 
up the pieces.

Salvage problems were so numerous that 
many storm victims simply did not know where 
to start. Some were dazed for hours; their efforts 
were ineffectual. But, mainly, after the first shock, 
farmers and townspeople alike determinedly 
pulled themselves together.
